Tile Drainage. 


_ The philosophy of tile drainage is corn- 
ins to be pretty well understood in the 
rough. It will be necessary only to state 
briefly a few of the points. Some of the 
objects of drainage and the ends secured 
by it are: 


-1. To 
relieve 
the land of surplus 


moisture. Water is a good thing; it is 
essential to all plant growth; but too 
much water is a damage. The old say- 
ing is, " Fire is a good servant, but a bad 
master." The same is true of water, not 
merely when it rises in creeks and rivers 
in destructive floods, but when -it soaks 
the soil for too long a time, or flows from 
the surface in rills and streams. 
Air as 


well as water is needed by the roots of 
plants. They get this air through tho 
coarser interstices of the -soil, while the

Grass endures this 
suflbcation by water longer, but finally 
must succumb, and coarse water-grasses 
will come in. 
Thousands of acres of 


wheat, oats, corn, potatoes, and even 
grass, in the level clay regions of Ohio 
and other States have, since January 1st, 
this year, simply died of drowning! 
Other thousands have been rendered 
sickly and almost worthless. 


Thorough, and in some cases partial, 


drainage would have saved these crops. 
Intsisnbimdantiy proved by experiment, 
lortions of fields already "tiled out" are 
showingsplendid crops, while the restof the 
fields are partial or total failures.

This must ba 
thawed and evaporated before tho t'll- 
agc or growth can begin. But both 
these aro cooling processes and keep tho 
land too cool-for growth. Thawing ice 
is a cooimg process, as all can see. 
It 


absorbs the heat from somewhere, or (to 
be non-scientific) evolves or throws out 
cold. 
We freeze ice cream by thawing 


ice around it rapidly by the chemical 
action of tho salt upon the ice. 
The 


heat required to thaw the ice comes from 
the cream and leaves the latter so desti- 
tute of heat that it freezes. 
So the 


warmth to thaw the sheet of ieo upon a 
flat clay field in Spring comes from the 
atmosphere and subsoil, and is simply 
wasted for purposes of growth. In a 
sandy or well tiled suil this sumo heat 
might aud would have given the corn or 
oats n thrifty start and growth before 
either could bo even planted on a wet 
soil. For this heat has been simply 
wasted by thawing the ice. 


But after the ico is thawed the water 


must bo evaporated before tillage and 
growth can begin. This keeps tho soil 
cold still longer; for evaporation too, is a 
cooling process. Wo sprinkle our floors 
and pavements in Summer, and evapor- 
ation cools tho air. Tlio -'coatnosj frixc 
follows showers is largely caused by 
evaporation. 
"Wo dampen the brow 


of a 
fever 
patient,

tion brings grateful coolness. But heat 
and 
not 
cold is 
what 
we 
want 


on our fields in Spring-time, and BO we 
drain them and the heat that would have 
been wasted in melting ice and evapora- 
ting water is, from tho first, utilized in 
tbc growth of tho crop. 
And it may 


make tho diflercnco of two or thrco 
weeks in our corn or pats or potatoes, and 
this may, and often does, make just the 
dillercnce between a full crop and a fail- 
ure. 


Drainage accelerates cultivation and 


growth not only in Spring, but after 
every heavy shower or rain. 
The corn 


on thousands of acres of undrained land 
has this year been choked with weeds, 
simply because the ground remained too 
wet for cultivation between showers; 
while tho tile drained fields adjacent 
have been properly cultivated, and will 
"make" a full crop. "Seeing is believ- 
ing" and plain facts of this kind have 
increased 
the demand for tile so much 


that our Western factories have, many 
of them, doubled and even quadrupled 
their capacity and their product the past 
year. 
Tlie tremendous rains of the past 


nine months have made "good times for 
ducks and hired men"—and tile factories! 


Tile drainage accelerates cultivation 


also by making the soil more light and 
friable; less lumpy and sodden. This 
point will be further broucht out in 
another connection. 


3. Tilo drainage makes the ground 


more moist in drought. This seems an 
utter paradox—to say that reraovinn- 
moisture will increase it. But the sur- 
plus moisture that soaks and thoroughly 
saturates or even floods tho soil renders it 
.fiodden and heavy, so that when the sur- 
plus moisture does dry away the ground 
becomes a dry, hard, non-porous mass 
that the roots cannot permeate for moist« 
ure and plant food, and that really con- 
tains little moisture. But a loose, mel- 
low soil, rendered so by drainage,, re- 
mains full of the water held by capillary 
attraction, but never soaked or flooded so 
as to retard cultivation andplantgrowth. 
And such a soil will always contain 
more available moisture, just as a sponge 
will hold more water when it ia loose and 
its large pores contain no water than 
when it is compressed to half its size arid 
all the pores large and small, are full.— 
Cor. Rural World.

Mr. James A. Denuistou, of this city, 


lias received the sad intelligence of tho 
death of his brother—Captain George
